cabinet 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT, Oct. 26 (AP) — Lebanon's 
newly appointed Prime Minis ter- Shafic Waz- 
zan, succeeded in forming the country's sec- 
ond post-civil war cabinet, ending a nearly 
five-month crisis Saturday. 

But less than 24 hours later, state minister 
Abu Fade] resigned Sunday, Beirut radio 
announced. The vacant seat was not seen as 
an immediate threat to the new government. 

The cabinet with 21 of 22 seats filled, is 
identical in form to the previous government 
under former Premier Salim Hoss, who res- 
igned June 7, and is Lebanon’s second tech- 
nocrat cabinet since the civil war of 1975-76. 

It is expected to serve a functional purpose 
but does not aspire to bring together rep- 
resentatives of militia leaders who hold real 
power in the divided, war-tom country. 

President Efias Sarkis called upon Wazzan, 
a former deputy, after former Prime Minister 
Takieddine Strih failed to line up an “all 
Lebanon” coalition government and res- 
igned Aug. 13. 

Since then, hanlr«r - tmni»r l politician Safim 
Hoss has acted in a caretaker capacity and 
consistently warned that the government 
crisis created a dangerous power vacuum. 

The government was formed just three 
days after Wazzan won appointed because 
ministers and advisers feared the Iran-Ixaq 
war would spill into Lebanon, the favorite 
proxy battlefield of Mideast tensions. 

Wazzan was appointed on Oct. 22 and has 
had to resort to calling back veteran politi- 
cians to spped up forming die new cabinet. 
There are only six newcomers in the cabinet 
Five ministers retained their previous port- 
folios and the rest are parliamentarians. 

W azzan a lawyer and president of Leba- 
non’s Islamic Council, u a statement follow- 
ing his appointment Wednesday said he 
would aim at “complete coordination with 
our sister Syria and the PLO_. while preserv- 
ing Lebanon’s total unity and sovereignty” 
Syria keeps a 22, 000- man peacekeeping 
force in Lebanon. 

Other militia leaders in Lebanon, who hold 
real power in the country have not attempted 
to block die consultation process prior to die 
announcement and were quoted as saying die 
government issue did not concern them as 
they were not represented.

asylum. 

Paktiawal flew to Munich front Belgrade 
where be had told a conference of 15 nations 
foe Soviet Union was dominating his country 
end killing re p re ss e s its people. He told 
journalists at Munich airport he had made his 
Unexpected intervention “because someone 
had to speak up for my people.” 

Paktiawal said he had neither friends nor 
relatives in West Germany bfit had decided to

history of friendship between Germany and 
Afghanistan. 

Paktiawal, who flew in to Franfnrt after a 
brief stop-over in Munich, said he hoped his 
relatives in Kabul would not suffer because of 
his defection. Earlier Saturday he had said he 

planned to return to Kabul where his wife and 

.seven children live. 

In Munich, Paktiawal, 45, said Afghanis- 
tan wanted friendship with the Soviet-Union 
but had been betrayed. After the ftnlitaiy 
intervention last December Moscow had said 
its goal was to help Afghanis Lin, he said. 
“Butin realty they have behaved as nothing 
more than conquerors. They, steal, tijey

Iraqis build Abadan road

OUTSIDE OF AHWAZ, Occupied Iran 
Oct. 26 (WP) — Iraq is rushing construction 
of a two-lane, hardtop road through the 
desert of Iran’s oil-rich Khuzestan province 
to this beleaguered city, an all-oat effort pro- 
viding the most visible sign that Baghdad is 
preparing for a long war. 

The 60- mile desert route, traveled recently 
on a spine- cracking ride mostly along rutted, 
dusty, tracks, lodes like a film set for Retu- 
rners World War II campaign in .North 
Africa. 

While the provincial capital of Ahwaz 
remains “ surrounded on three sides, “accord- 
ing to an Iraqi military commander eaiiy this 

week, engineers and equipment operators 
wearing kaffiyeh headdresses are working at 
amazing speed to throw up a road to carry 
troops and armaments more easily into Iran. 

“We are building the road to provide 
facilities for the forces, “said an Iraqi colonel 
commanding one sector of heavy artillery and 
tanks around AhWaz. It could foakeu as if the 
roadbuil ders were proceeding more vigor- 
ously than the military 

Three weeks ago, according to reporters 
who visited this area, there was no sign of 


road construction dong the rutted 
they took through the desert. However, the 
signs were everywhere this past week. There 
were at least 200 pieces of heavy earth- 
moving equipment, graders and packers scat- 
tered along tiie route. The construction work 
was all being done by civilians. It looked as if 
much of the country’s road-building equip- 
ment and talent was thrown into the effort. 

By Western standards, the road may not be 
much. In tins part of the world, however, it 
will be the equivalent of an American four- 
lane highway. It is, therefore, not something 
the Baghdad government would enter into 
lightly. 

The massive numbers of Iraq tanks, 
armored personnel carriers, artillery pieces 
and trucks that are besieging Ahwaz came 
here over the desert route, and more heavy 
artillery was seen moving to the front 

But tiie rainy season is due lo start Late next 
month. The fine desert soil that blows in

The new road is being hard-topped as seg- 
ments are completed. In fact, some parts of a 
hard-packed dirt segment had been given a 
light layer of tar. As the road builders 
worked, trucks oil and water tankers, jeeps, 
other four-wheddrive vehicles and took 
tansporters crisscrossed the desert trying to 
stay out of their way. 

The road leads out of Iraq, north of the 
port city of Basra, runs parallel to and inside 
the I ranian border past three gendarmerie 
border posts — one, at GhazeybeL, looting 
like a fort from an old French Foreign Legion 
film — until it cots northeast tthrough the 
railroad town of Hamida, 20 miles southeast 
of here toward this besieged city. 

Ahwaz, which is still.held by Iran, contains 
the computer that controls pipeline activities 
for the National Iranian Oil Co. It used to be 
the center of Iran's oil business, which until 
jthe war started five weeks ago provided the 
hard currency needed to buy foreign goods. 


BEIRUT, Oct. 26 (AP) — Iraq fired 
devastating salvos of Frog- 7 missiles into 
Iran’s major army garrison town of Dezfttl 
Sunday, killing at least 64 Iranians on the 
34th day of the Gulf war, Iran said. 

Iraq said F-5 fighter bombers of Iran’s air 
force raided four towns in northern Iraq as 
Iraqi jets shot down an Iranian Phantom in a 
dogfight over the beleaguered oil- refining 
city of Abadan in southwestern Iran. 

The Cate of the major Iranian port city of 
Khorramshahr remained uncertain. Iran 
claimed its forces recaptured key positions in 
the embattled town and Iraq claimed beating 
back an Iranian counter-attack against the 
"liberated aty.” 

Iran's official Pars news agency reported 
giant surface-to-surface Frog missiles slam- 
med into residential areas in Dezful shortly 
after midnight and rescuers dug out 64 dead 
bodies from the nibble by daybreak. 

It was the second missile attack on Dezful, 
which Iraq considers the largest air base in 
the Middle East, since the I ran- Iraq 'war 
erupted on the northern rim of the Gulf 34 
days ago. 

Iranian officials placed the casualty toU of 
the previous attack three weeks ago at 181 
killed and more than 300 injured. A French 
newspaper correspondent on the scene said 
at least one residential neighborhood was 
“pulverized.” 

Tehran radio said Sunday’s rockets from 
the Iraqi border caused “considerable dam- 


age” and that rescue teams were helping 
recover the injured from the rubble. 

Meanwhile, the Pars agency said two men 
were convicted of espionage, distribution of 
arms to “counter-revolutionaries in southern 
Iran,” and direct cooperation with invading 
Iraqi forces. Iran’s chief Islamic judge? 
Ayatollah Sadeqh Khalkali, recently wanted 
the population of Khuzestan against collab- 
oration with the “invading infidels.’ 1 and said 
collaborators will be punished by death. 

Although Iran is predominendy Persian, 
the majority of Khuzestan's papulation is 
made up of ethnic Arabs whev have long bear 
clamoring for autonomy. Iraq claims the 
whole of Khuzestan is Arab, calls it Arabtsian 
and hints it would urge a self-determination 

referendum for its population as part of Iraq's 

terms for a ceasefire. 

In Amman, Jordan's government 
announced a seven man committee of Arab 
foreign ministers will meet in Ammon On 
Tuesday to prepare the grounds for a summit 
conference of Arab heads of state scheduled 
for Nov. 22-25 in the Jordanian capital. 

The minsters will have to determined 
whether the summit could be held despite the 
rifts that were generated in the Arab world by 
the current war between Iraq and Iran, reli- 
able sources said. 

King Hussein of Jordan, host of the prop- 
osal summit, has led part of the Arab world in 
supporting Iraq against Iran, which is sup- 
ported by Libya, Syria and Algeria. 


Majlis hostage debate secret 


BEIRUT, Oct 26 (AP) — Iran's parlia- 
ment debated the fate of 52 U.S. hostages for 
nearly two hours in secret on Sunday and 
announced its debate would continue on 
Monday, members of the assembly said. 

Moosavi Tabrizi, deputy of parliament 
from the northwestern Iranian titv of Tabriz, 
said when readied by telephone from Beirut 
that the session was held behind dosed doors 
for security reasons. 

“Issues were raised that we did nr: want 
the enemy to kuov - for security i_asons,' : 
Tabrizi aid, adding that some deputies did not 
want to reveal Iran's “fighting-back tactics” 


with the press attending the session. 

Despite the postponement, Tabrizi said he 
believed the 228-member "majlis" or parli- 
ament would probably decide the issue rela-' 
lively quickly. “The majlis will eventually 

make a derision." he said. “I think it will be 
quite soon. 

However Jie added that “It will last a week 
or ten days, for sure.” 

Asked if he thought the hostages would, in 
the end, be freed, Tabrizi said, “This depends 
on the full majlis. I am (only) a member.” 

Tabrizi rejected repons from the United 
States that suggested the hostages would be 
released as early as next Thursday.

RIYADH, Oct. 26 (SPA) — Syrian Minis- 
ter erf Pilgrimage and Endowments Dr. 
Muhammad AMChadh said that doubting the 
Sunna, the sanfitity of the holy places and the 
pilgrimage, one of Islam's rive fundamental 
pillars, would not come from a person who 
understands Islam. 

Dr. Khatib said in an interview with At - 
BUad that any Muslim who doubts any of 
Islam’s fundamental pillars, is himself 
doubted on his faith . " Denying the Sunna as a 
second judiciary source of Islam can not be 
committed by a Muslim who rightly under- 
stands his religion,” he said. 

“Anyone who does not believe in Islam as 
a whole, cannot be a believer in part of die 
religion,” he added. A person who does not 
believe in the Sunna is very dangerous, the 
minister said. “I am surprised that a person 
denies the Prophet' s Sunna. A lot can be said 
about such a person, but the simplest would 
be that it can not come out from a sane per- 
son." 

Dr. Khatib said King Khaletfs address to 
the pilgrims this year had been wise, guiding 
and specific about things that would preserve 
the unity of the Islamic community. 

He said Crown Prince Fahd" s call for Jihad 
(holy struggle) to liberate Jerusalem shook 
the Zionist entity and enemies of Islam. The 
Syrian minister ailed for interpreting the call 
into real action. “The Islamic community 
should be prepared morally and materially,” 
he said, “and Crown Prince Fahd has 
reminded Muslims of a duty they had forgot- 
ten for a long time.”

He voi- 
ced the center s support to the statement of 
the Higher World Mosques Council. 

Sheikh Harakan met Somali ulema who 
performed the pilgrimage. After the meeting, 
Hajj Ali Hajj Yousef, who attended the 
meeting, condemned QaddafTs anti- Islamic 
allegations. “QaddafTs comments are clear 
indication of his deviation from Islam and 
hurting the feelings erf Muslims by denying 
one of the fundamental pillars of Islam,” 
Yousef said. These are Jewish ideas, schemed 
by international Zionists to break Islamic 
unity.

“We are today confronted with grave 
threats, not only from outside the Arab and 
Islam ic world, but also from within,** the 
minis ter toldAroh News. “Jihad calls for unit- 
ing ranks and speaking as one man. It advo- 
cates real solidarity and welfare as a first step 
towards the armed struggle,” he added. 

President Bouiguiba had called on the 
Arab and Islamic world to undertake die 
great Jihad through an improvement of their 
home conditions and a purification of their 
conscience along with a modification of their 
internal political, economic and social forces, 
so that the Islamic world may become a strik- 
ing force to be reckoned with, according to 
Qiqa. 

He described his country’s relations with 
Saudi Arabia as “the kind of relations in 
which a person keeps searching for negative 
aspects without finding any. But this does not 
mean that such relations are not liable to 
change. On the contrary, as long as they are 
strong and as long that it is the positive 
aspects that are salient, we believe that it is 
necessary to fosteT and deepen them and 
expanding their scope in all fields,"- he said.

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Farmers succeed in growing new red rice variety

"HOFUFxOct 26 (CNA) - — Saadi farmers 
in Al-Hasa, the Kingdom’ s biggest o$sis near 
. the Arabian Gulf, have been successful in 
growing a new red rice variety developed by a 
Chinese agricultural missioc to improve rice 
productivity in the region. 

About 30 local farmers have been harvest- 
ing the rice they planted in May with the 
assistance of the Chinese mission. At that 
tjme the mission began an extension program 
bo introduce to formers the new variety, a 
.hybrid between the local red rice variety of 
Hassawi and a dwarf, high-yield white variety 
produced in the Republic of China, Ai Chian 
Cbem- 

On the avtrage, the formers have produced 
seven tons of rice per hectare of land, nearly 
two-and-a-half times as modi as the local 
variety can yield from a plot of the same size. 
But what is more significant is that the new 
variety takes only four months to mature 
while the local variety will not be ready for 
harvest until six months after the planting. 

Prof. Lin Cheng-i, leader of the mvreirm 
points out" that the new variety has a strong 
ntoomng ability. Therefore, after the first 
cutting, shoots will come out of the stems, and 
a second harvest can be expected in about 
another 80 days without the need for a new 
planting. 

Because- of the significantly reduced 
growth duration, Lin says, even after the sec- 
ond harvest, there will sriD he time for 
another crop of wheat or vegetable, thus 
achieving a full utilization of the land. In 
addition, there are other superior charac- 
teristics about the new variety. For example, 
it is considerably more resistent to. salt than 
the local variety and can thrive on drainage 
water, which generally has a salt content 
nearly SO per cent more than ordinary irriga- 
tion water in the region. 

This has been demonstrated by a local 


former, Khalifi bin Shaio AI- Nuwaiser. 
Under the cooperation of Chinese experts, 
Nnwaiser had grown the new variety on a plot 
irrigated by drainage water, and die result 
™ highly satisfactory. Even though At 
Hasa boasts of the best and most extensive 
.irrigation system in the Kingdom there is still 
f-lot of land out of its reach, and with the 
introduction of the new variety, the acreage 
of rice fields can be expected to increase con- 
siderably. 

.Of course, die Chinese mission’s qi rrrss 
didn’t come overnight. In fact, it has been 
operating in Al-Hassa for more than a 
decade, and theamountof effort the mission 
has put in can probably never be matrh^i by 
any other Chinese agricultural mission 
abroad. 

This is due to the fact that the people in 
Al-Hasa have a special preference for red 
rice. The Republic of China ha< over the 
years produced many high-yield rice var- 
ieties, but none of them are of red variety. As 
a result, the mission has had to work from 
scratch and to breed an entirely new variety 
to satisfy the local people. Before the success- 
ful breeding of the current new variety, a 
number of other varieties had been produced 
by the mission. But they werefar from satis- 
factory, and much effort had been exerted to 
modify their undesirable characteristics. 

In 1977, immediately after his appoint-, 
ment to the current post. Prof. Lin decided to* 
give up all the previously produced varieties 
and to start the wprk all over a gain 

This time he chose Ai Giiao Qiien for the 
breeding of a new variety because the dwarf 
variety is early to nature, easy to grow and has 
a high yielding ability. From the offsprings of 
hybridization between Ai Chiao Chein and 
Hassawi, Lin picked out the new variety, 
which retains almost all the desirable charac- 
teristics of both varieties.

It is a matter of luck that our women 
school principals are forbidden to drive, 
otherwise they would have to face very 
many problems.The Directorate of Edu- 
cation would have engaged a school bus 
with the principal to sit at its controls, to 
follow-up cases and to disburse salaries 
besides her original work as the head of 
school. 

It is the school principal who defrays 
teachers their salaries, goes to the Direc- 
torate of Education to take over examina- 
tion papers and now hires conveyance for 
the transportation of books from the 
bookstore to the school. She does the last 
job because the store manager does not 
have a vehicle for the transportation of 
books and simply tells the principal to 
make personal arrangement for the 
receipt of books. 

Over a month has passed since the 
beginning of the new academic year, but 
there are still many schools which have not 
received some books. Although the 
scbools of the Ministry of Education also 
face identical problems, the minis try does 
not feel it much as most of the principals of 
boys’ schools own pickups and other vehi- 
cles which have helped solve the problem. 
Almost all of thein have offered theirveb- 
ides for the transportation of books out of 
their keenness to uphold the interest of 
students. 

We had believed that school books 
would be distributed any time before the 
Pilgrimage, this year, as the actual study 
began only yesterday when the schools 
reopened after the Pilgrimage holidays. 
Strangely enough, there are still some 
schools left without books owing to lack of 
availability of transport vehicles. I am sure 
the Department of Books Supplies would 
not wait until the lady principals too buy 
lockups and come, to it to receive books, 
school furniture and benches themselves ! 

It is a tangible problem that needs to be 1 
solved speedily, if it was intended to help 
the lady principals in the elimination of 
their difficulty.

At first, most farmers were hesitant, and 
only some 30 of them would want to give the 
new variety a try. But after these farmers’ 
resounding success, it has become the most 
sought-after rice variety in the region. Apart 
from its success in rice, the mission has also 
brought about a monumental change in the 
production of vegetables and melons in 
Al-Hassa. 

The cantaloupe and watermelon intro- 
duced to the region by the Chinese mission 
have enriched King Khaled's table. In fact, 
the King likes die fruits so much that he has 
asked the mission to grow some of die melons 
in the garden of his s ummer palace in Tgif 

In the past, fanners had never suoceeded’in 
growing watermelon in Al-Hassa because 
the time suitable for growing the melon here 

is too short The only time suitable is the 
period between March and May. Before 
March it is too cold, and after May it is too 
hot 

_ To prolong the cultivable period, the mis- 
sion introduced the use of PE covering to 
protect the plant from damage caused by low 


temperatures. As a result, the seeds can be 
planted in February, and the melon grows 
very well in the region. 

The mission has applied the same method to 
the production of cucumbor. To everyone's 
surprise, the yield of one variety has doubled 
while that of another has quadrupled. 

Some of the vegetables the mission has 
introduced to the region have brought for- 
tune to local fanners. Among them is Chinese 
cabbage. When the vegetable was first intro- 
duced, the local people were not too crazy 
about it because they thought it was too coarse 
to be served as salad. 

But Chinese cabbage is extremely popular 
with the Chinese and Koreans working in the 
area, and a scramble for the vegetable has 
steadily driven its price up. Currently, a 
Chinese cabbage is sold for SRI 5. The profit 
margin can be astro iris oing since farmers can 
produce 30,000 cabbages from a hectare of 
land within a period of two months. 

After three years of working here. Prof. 
Lin has discovered that there are man y favor- 
able factors for agricultural development in 
the Kingdom. For example, crops generally 
grow better here because they get sufficient 
sunlight. In addition, crops here are rarely

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Zia rules out elections, 
stresses Islamic system 


KARACHI, Oct. 26 (AFP) — Pakistani 
President Muhammad Zia ul-Haq has 
brushed aside demands for general elections, 
but hinted at a possible referendum to deter- 
mine the nation's future. 

Speaking at a reception in his honor here 
Saturday, Gen. Zia contended that man) 
Pakistani politicians were waiting for a 
chance to seize power with the help of foreign 
powers. But as long as he held the reins of 
government, be would not allow such “fore- 
ign agents" to come into power, he added. 

He said new elections might plunge the 
country into chaos, necessitating further 
imposition of martial law and intervention by 
the army. 

Without specifically naming referendum, 
he indicated that the wishes of the people of 
Pakistan might be determined soon to decide 
the future political setup in the country. 

Zia said he had no doubt that the people 
wanted full enforcement of the Islamic sys- 
tem in Pakistan. He said anti-Islam candi- 
dates might be barred from seeking public 
office. 

Zia warned dissident Pakistani intellectu- 
als against advocating secularism, and said 


they might be “tom to pieces" by staunch 
Muslims. The people of Pakistan, he said, 
would never tolerate any foreign ideology 
because of their strict adherence to the 
Islamic faith. 

Dissident Pakistani journalists and print- 
ing workers had observed a nationwide anti- 
censorship day on Oct. 16 to mark the first 
anniversary of the imposition of martial law, 
die indefinite postponement of elections, the 
ban on political activities and the enforce- 
ment of press censorship. 

Zia said he would soon expand his cabinet 
and appoint an advisory council, comprising 
religious scholars, municipal officials and 
others to advise the government on national 
affairs. 

Zia said regional conflicts were of concern 
to Pakistan, but he reassured the people 
about the defease capabilities of the Pakis- 
tani armed forces. He suggested that citizens 
should be given military training, along with 
instruction in nursing and civil defense, to 
meet any future emergency.

Sadat opens tunnel linking Asia and Africa 


SHALUFA, Egypt Oct 26 (AP) — Hie 
first tunnel linking the Asian and African 
continents and promising to take Nile water 
to the Sinai was opened for limited use Satur- 
day beneath the Suez Canal. 

President Anwar sadat noting that die 
Biitish-Egyptian built tunnel reunified Egyp- 
tians living in Sinai with the rest of their 
homeland, took the ceremonial first trip 
through the SI 50 million structure. 

The tunnel will not be opened to full traffic 
until next June, but convoys of trucks to sup- 
ply development projects in the Sinai penin- 
sula are expected to begin next week, said 


project official David Harries. 

A bridge had carried traffic across the 
canal until it was destroyed in the 1967 Mid- 
dle East war. Harries described the tunnel as 
“the first permanent land link" between the 
two continents since French engineer Fer- 
dinand de Lessens built the canal, opened in 
1869. 

“I wonder what De Lesseps would think if 
he were here today," Harries told reporters. 
“ He split the two continents apart and we are 
l inking them together again." 

About 70 British experts worked with an 
Egyptian workforce of 2.000 in the project. 


Two bombs hit Jerusalem, Tel Aviv 


JERUSALEM, Oct 26 (Agencies) — At 
least 16 people were injured by two bombs 
which exploded in Jerusalem and a Tel Aviv 
suburb during the morning rush hour Sunday 
police said. 

The first bomb, which went off at a sol- 
diers 1 hitch-hiking station on the western out- 
skirts of Jerusalem, injured 15 people, some 
seriously. An hour later another bomb 
exploded at a bus stop near a football stadium 
outside Tel Aviv, wounding one man. 

Police, who rounded up local Arabs for 
questioning, were convinced that Palestinian 
commandos were responsible for both explo- 
sions, a police spokesman said. 


In Beirut the Palestinian Resistance Gen- 
eral Command later claimed responsibility 
for the blasts, in a statement published by the 
Palestine news agency Wafa. 

The Jerusalem “operation” was carried 
out by the Abu Safuat Martyr group, the 
communique said, adding that further details 
of both incidents would be given later. 

Meanwhile, in the West Bank, a Palesti- 
nian threw a grenade at an army jeep on 
patrol near the city of Hebron. No injuries 
were reported. 

Israel radio said authorities damped a cur- 
few on the village of Tsurif and arrested one 
suspect.

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Cooperative turns rickshaws into riches

ConriBa is jnst another small town in 
Bangladesh. But something happened there 
a few years ago. A social upheaval occurred 
almo st unnoticed by the rest of the country; 
poor became rich, women opened bank 
accounts and the traditionally lazy cyde- 
ncksbaw driver emerged as a champion of the * 

road. Some people talk of a mirade. We were 
there soon after it happened like a fairy t ale . 

Once upon a time there was a small city like

others in Bangladesh. Tall palm trees over- 
shadowing corrugated iron roofs, rosy with 
rusL Sarec-dad women standing by tan k s of 
green stagnant water. Crowds of men wear- 
ing long cotton skirts dawdling along the nar- 
row street where children were running about 
somewhat indifferently dressed or naked. 

Yet there was something different in Com- 
iiifl- more gaiety perhaps in the large brown 
eyes, more laughter in the crowds, cleaner 
dothes, children’s faces less dirty, and a mul- 


titude of cyde- rickshaws on the street Ri<±- 
shaws are a sight common eno ugh in Rangb 
Desh, but in this town thousands of them 
meander in long queues around the sole 
policemen. 

In Conrilla, as elsewhere, the rickshaw pul- 
ler was amongst those with the least hope of 
ever improving his lot. For his day of hard 
labor he received jpuror five rupees, half of 
which went to the rickshaw owner. At the 
time there were about four rupees to a US 
dollar. 

Usually the only bread earner in a large 
family, the rickshaw puller ate so little and so 
badly that he was exhausted after two or 
three trips. For want of better nourishment a 
cup of tea gave him heart Tea, made from 
tea-dust boiled in water and tnfrWt with mine 
and plenty of sugar. 

Yasin, owner of a tea-shop, knew them 
well. Men with emaciated bodies, tattered 
hmghix and dusty feet torn by the pedals. 
They stopped many times a day for a cap erf 
tea and to tell him of their misfortunes. 

Farooqi, another of YasHf s customers, had 
studied at the Rural Development Academy 
of Comilla which provides agricultural train- 
ing for representatives selected by each vil- 
lage of die district. The introduction erf co- 
operative action amongst cultivators was one 
of the logical developments of thw training, 
and during the last fifteen years fninrirrafc of 
co-operative societies have sprung up in the 
Comilla area. And Farooqi thought, “Why 
not try a co-operative of rickshaw pullers? 
Their trade is as good as any._” 

It took time to overcome the reluctance erf 
the drivers to consider any posable change in 
their lives, bat with Yasin’ s help he eventu- 
ally persuaded about forty drivers to come to 
a meeting at the tea-shop. Everyone had a 
question to ask: “Who will be the treasurer? 
Who will be responsible for keeping the 
funds? Who will belong? What profit win the 
members make from die society?” 

At first only nine agreed to try, but by the 
end of die month there were nineteen mem- 
bers. Each bad saved an average of Rs. 1.69. 
Once a week they met under the big banyan 
tree and, as the hooka (the water pipe) 
changed hands, they discussed their problems 
and their hopes. Soonrthere were thirty 

six members, then forty-eight, and after five 
months the money deposited in the hank 
amounted to Rs. 510.00.

Bom on Sept 2, 1952, at East St Louis, 
Illinois, he shot to international prominence 
in 1972 when, at age 19, be readied the quar- 
ter finals of the Wimbledon singles. By that 
time he had already gained popularity in the 
United States by having won seven national 
junior titles, and was ranked number four in 
the under- 21 world ra nk ing. He had to Ms 
credit wins over such recognized players as 
Stan Smith and Clark Graebaer. 

The year 1974 was perhaps Ms best teams 
sea so n. He triumphed at Wimbledon by 
Hpfpnting Ken Rosew&fl of Australia. Con- 
nors then went on to win the U.S. Open by 
beating Rosewall, and be claimed the 
Australian title when he beat Phil Dent 
Connors also took the South African tide and 
righ tly earned the position as the leading 
player in the world. He became known as an 
aggressive left-hander with a two-fisted bac- 
khand, and a power player with great accu- 
racy who plays every shot to be a winner.

At last a memorable meeting took place. 
As a guest of honor, the co-operators had 
invited the director of the Rural Academy 
and they asked for his advice: what was to be 
done with the money they bad saved? 

“Why don’ t you buy two secondhand rick- 
shaws?” suggested the director. “After you 
have fixed theorup, two of you can hire them 
and pay the money to the society, the way you 
did to the owner before.” 

It was agreed the rent of the rickshaw 
would be pot to the driver’s credit as partial 
payment under a hire-purchase principle. 
The first two rickshaws were assigned to the 
two best savers. They had put aside about ten 
rupees in twelve months and they were 
acquiring a vehicle worth at least thirty times 
more. But from then on, their obligations 
were higher. They had to save at least one 
rupee a day and pay Rs. I_50 daily towards 
the purchase of their rickshaws. These were 
paid for m seven or eight months. Other 
members started saving frantically. In four 
months the co-operative bought eleven rick- 


A year later the co-operative, Kashinath - 
pur Balarampur Deedar Samabaya Srtmuk 
SaimtjLtd., complete with office bearers and 


headquarters, had paid for fifty rickshaws 
and counted seventy-sii members. They kept 
books meticulously. Deposits, withdrawals, 
purchases, profits, everything accounted for. 
The co-operative now owns 126 rickshaws, 
three trucks, a brickyard and sixty acres of 
land. They have their own garage and repair 
workshop. Purchase of spare parts, tyres, clo- 
thing, even fertilizers and seeds for the paddy 
is done by the co-operative. 

Scores of pullers pass along the avenues of 
banana trees ringing their bells arrongautly to 
dear the way. For years, they had cycled 
sadly along the same roads, given thousands 
of rupees to the owners and money-lenders, 
and ended their lives so deeply in debt that it 
was customary to take a collection to pay for 
their coffins. Now they are proprietors in 
their own right, free men who use their new 
wealth to buy their children shoes and send 
them to school. Many of them have them- 
selves learnt the rudiments of wri ting in order 
to sign their names on the book every day. 

Their example was followed: there are now 
nineteen similar rickshaw co-operatives in 
the Comilla district. They have brought sec- 
urity and protection from abuse to the pul- 
lers.

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THE OTHER BURDEN 


The war between Iraq and Iran has helped divert attention from 
the plight of a third Muslim nation — Afghanistan. The assistance 
that Iran used to give to the Afghan fighters will have to be curtailed 
or stopped altogether while the Soviet Union is bolstering its forces 
to strengthen its grip over the country. 

The Afghans continue to fight, though apparently in diminishing 
numbers due to the lade of adequate aid and the divisions in their 
ranks as their refugees continue to stream into another already poor 
country. Pakistan has had to suffer two serious problems. One was 
the advance of the Soviet borders right into its own and the presence 
of Soviet troops next door, and two, the presence of one million 
refugees in a country that has never been famous for being extraordi- 
narily prosperous with mountains of food that it does not know what 
to do with. 

The prospects of a quick Afghan victory over the Soviet Union are 
bleak unless the Afghan fighters unite into a meaningful force, fight 
together or in coordination. This would make the Soviet Union pay a 
. price for its invasion and perhaps ponder a peaceful settlement with 
the people's representatives and not with the Soviet Lackeys in the 
present ruling party. Unlike the Americans' imbroglio in Vietnam, 
the Soviets will not be forced by their own public opinion to seek a 
way out quickly. U the Americans, under domestic and foreign 
pressure took nearly five years to realize the futility of imposing a 
rertain regime on an unwilling people, the Soviet Union may take 
much more to find out they are simply unwanted in Afghanistan. 
Neither their press nor thdr television will bring home to the people 
the gruesome spectacle of death and destruction that the American 
media had hammered into the American people’s conscience. 

This will make the ordeal that much tougher for the Afghan 
fighters and their sympathizers. But it is also making things more 
difficult for Pakistan which has one million extra people to look after 
as if it had not had already more than enough mouths to feed. Richer 
and more developed countries usually choose thdr refugees carefully 
— the best dozen and derive a lot of publicity from the exercise. 
Pakistan has one million of them and is not complaining. Although it 
is certainly not endearing itself to the Soviet Union, which is now 
more than ever capable of expressing its wrath in ways that Pakistan 
. will not be able to ignore. 


A brother’s view 
of Pol Pot

PHNOM PENH — 

A childhood spent pulling the wings off 
butterflies would offer a reasonably understandable 
beginning to any biography of the Khmer Rouge 
leader Pol Pot. When! sought out his elder brother, 
Loth Suong, now living quiedy in the Cambodian 
capital, I anticipated remarks like “Yes, we always 
knew he’d come' to no good,” or “He was a selfish, 
cruel little boy.” 

Loth Suong said nothing of the sort. But what he 
did say threw new light on his brother’s yean in 
power in this ravaged land, and confirmed that the 
Khmer Rouge leopard has not, and indeed could 
not, change its spots. 

He began by saying: “I do not know Pol Pot, I 
only know Saloth Sar ” (The name Pol Pot derives 
from the Khmer Rouge leader’s nom de gaerta.) 

The Saloth he knew was bom in 1928 in Prek 
Sbairv village, Svy district of Kompong Thom pro- 
vince, near the great Tonle Sap lake to the north- 
west of Phnom Penh. He was the seventh of nine 
children in “a prosperous fanning family,” whose 
blood “was pure Khmer.” Here Loth Suong con- 
tradicts his brother’s claims to come from a “poor 
peasant family” and Hanoi’s charge that Pol Pot 
has Chinese ancestry. 

Loth Suong completed his studies at tire local 
school and headed for Phnom Penh. Four years 
later, aged six, young Pol Pot followed him, not as 
the sibling of a laborer or an impoverished student, 
but of elder brother Loth Suong, who by this time 
had become secretary to die royal cabinet of King 
Monivong. 

They had been fortunate in having a pretty young 
cousin named Khun Meak plucked from her village 
by palace talent spotters and trained as a dancer. 
She had gone on to catch the eye of King Monivong 
himself and become one of tire monarch’s 20 wives. 
While Khun Meak labored in the royal palace, and 
Loth Suong labored in the royal secretariat, young 
Pol Pot played in the palace grounds, until, aged 
eight, he entered Wat Buthom as a novice Buddhist 
monk. 

After a year in the monkood he returned to their 
home province for school. A few years later he 
returned to join his brother and enrol at Phnom 
Penh's technical school, where he specialized in 
carpentry. 

“At this time,” says Loth he didn r t have a polit- 
ical thought in his head. His ooe ambition was to go 
to France and study engineering. ” 

In 1949 Pol Pot achieved bis ambition, becoming 
one of die first Khmer students to win a bursary for 
study in Paris. He left to enrol at the Ecole Fran- 
caise de Radio-clectridte. Four years later he 
returned. He had failed his examinations in radio 
electronics three times and had no substantial qual- 
ifications but, says Loth, “He learned his politics in 
France.” 

“He didn’t discuss his ideas, but he said he liked 
politics,” said Loth. After a yearPol Pot returned to 
Phnom Penh, but he still did not have much to say 
about his political ideas, and he settled down with 
his new wife Khieu Ponnary, whom he had met in 
Paris. She was teaching at Phnom Penh's prestigi- 
ous Lycee Sisowath. They moved into a small house 
she owned, and Pol Pot began teaching history and 
geography first at one, later at a second, of the 
capitaTs primary schools. 


From time to time he would disappear from the 
capital, and by the late 1950s he had attracted the 
attention of the police for his involvement in die ' 
radical newspaper Solidarity. 

“I knew he was heading for trouble and didn’t 
visit them very often,” said Loth. “The last time we 
met was to talk about the cremation of our father, 
who had died a few months before. Saloth was 
supposed to be organizing everything. Before die 
ceremony he disappeared. I went to their house and 
his wife said they’d had a row and separated. She 
didn’t know where he'd gone.” 

It was 1963: Pol Pot had left for die Maquis , 
where he would remain for die next 12 years. Khieu 
Ponnary followed him two years later. 

The next sight Lodi Suong had of his little brother 
was when his portrait was hung in the communal 
dining hall of the agricultural co mmun e to which 
Loth, his wife, and their 20- year-old daughter had 
been driven after Pol Pot’s Khmer Rouge invaded 
Phnom Penh on 17 April 1975. They, had lived 
through three years of hard labor, brutality and 
uncertainty to discover that “little” Saloth was the 
man behind it alL 

To say that Loth Suong was shocked would be 
gross understate ment_ To this day, the big-boned, 
softly-spoken old man, with a gracious, melancholy, 
slightly nervous demeanor, has still not come to 
terms with the fact. “ When Saloth Sar was a boy he 
didn’t enjoy killing animals. 1 just wonder why he 
killed so many people, so many children. 1 ’ Still he 
cannot answer the question. 

“Maybe there is no blood on his hands, but Saloth 
Sar is responsible,” he says. “I can never forgive 
him for the suffering he caused, or the neglect of his 

family /* 

These days, with frantic attempts to refurbish the 
image of the Khmer Rouge, with talk of “mis takes” 
made, and “misunderstandings,” erf official policy 
by ill-educated cadres. Loth Saong’s memories ate 
invaluable.^ 

Loth Suong says he does not know Pol Pol Most 
of the Khmer people share his ignorance. He adds 
that he never wants to see Saloth Sar again He h as 
this in common with the Khmer people too —

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Chemical arms : A Pandora’ s box

WASHINGTON — 

Pandora never heard of nerve gas. In fact, only a 
few German pesticide researchers and the mana- 
gers of their one factory knew about nerve gas 
before the end of World War EL In the early 1950s, 
U.S. fears of massive Asian armies and Soviet fears 
of nuclear attack were allayed by die seductive 
potential of lethal chemicals as a mass-destruction 
weapon. Both countries began to manufacture huge 
quantities of nerve gas, putting it in artillery shells, 
bombs and missile warheads. 

By 1970 this passion had faded. Although 
thousands erf tons of such weapons remain in stock- 
piles, and weapons research has continued, no 
chemical weapons have been added by either coun- 
try for a decade. 

Fear is now rising again. News reports that an 
anthrax bomb was exploded in Sverdlovsk and that 
lethal chemicals have been used In Afghanistan are 
inconsistent and incondurive. Yet merely on the 
basis of suspicion and rumor, U.S. Congress is 
reaching into the laboratory for binary chemical 
weapons. The difference from past weapons lies in 
the method of packaging: Two components are car- 
ried separately, as with epoxy glue. The lethal nerve 
gas is created only after the weapon is fired. What is 
new is that Congress has appropriated money for a 
factory that would make the first chemical weapons 
in America since 1968. 

There is little awareness in Congress, much less 
among the public, about what else will escape from 
this Pandora’s box: increasingly heavy costs, 
weapons proliferation, new chemicals, escalating 
danger.

Worse than the expense win be die damage to 
U.S. security. Such a concrete renewal of interest in 
chemical warfare will legitimate and encourage the 
spread of chemical weapons. Industrialized nations 
have frequently used chemicals au neighbors 
(Japan in China), cm insurgents (Portugal in 
Angola), and onpeoples resisting domination ( Italy 
in Ethiopia, America in Vietnam).. None of these 
victims could strike back in kind. Such victims also 
observe that the nndear powers continue to pursue 
greater mass destruction in the name of deterrence. 
A legal arsenal of mass-destruction chemical 
weapons will be attractive as a deterrent of their 
own.

In a lead story Al Riyadh and Al Jadrnk Sunday 
reported that Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi has 
arrested the ulema in Libya for asking him to seek repen- 
tance and desist from his false dai ms. Okaz andAlNedwa 
led with Tunisia's support for Saudi Arabia against die 
Qaddafi accusations. Al Medina ran as its lead story a 
reconfirmation of its earlier report that the Amman 
Arab summit conference might be postponed for die 
time being as a result of the Iraq- Iran conflict. 

In a front-page story, Al Jadrah highlighted a report 
from Baghdad which said that the Iranian ofl town of 
Abadan would fall soon to the Iraqi forces. Al Riyadh 
frontpaged a report in which it said that the Iranian 
Parliament was to meet Sunday to announce the terms 
for the release of the U-S. hostages. Okaz gave page one 
treatment to Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoun Ham- 
madTs charges that the statements of U.S. President 
Carter and Secretary of State Edmund Muskie confirm 
America's complete partiality to Iran. 

Newspaper editorials continued to comment on the 
Libyan leader’s remarks against Saudi Arabia and foe 
Pflgrimage. Al Medina noted that Qaddafi chose foe 
Pilgrim age season to spread lies forgetting that the Saudi 
Arabian television was relaying the Hajj rituals live m 
foe world collaboration wifo the media services of more 
than 40 countries. The paper added that the pilgrims 
have themselves noticed foe great concern of foe Saudi 
Arabian government for foe ease and comfort of foe 


pilgrims. It urged all officials to challenge Gaddafi’s 
accusations his Marxist intentions to har m Islam and 
the Muslims. 

On foe same subject, Al Jadrah observed that foe 
Muslims were not worried about QaddafTs characteris- 
tics as much as they were wifo such statements as he 
made on foe occasion of Ed AJ-Adha.

Saudi 
Arabia, however, would not have reacted to QaddafTs 
statements if he had not transgressed the sanctity of 
Islamic holy shrines, the paper said. 

In an identical tone ,AJ Riyadh said that Libya is suffer- 
ing a political isolation as a result at QaddafTs 
ideologies. It added that the Libyan leader was anxious 
to turn foe attention of his people and the rest of the 
world from foe internal happenings, so he enacted this 
■ d rama on the occasion of foe Ed. The paper went on to 
say that Qaddafi is well aware that his political slogans 
have lost all charm and impact in his country, so he 
thought it would be worthwhile linking^ those political 
ideologies to foe religious s enti m en ts, in foe hope of 
turning his people’s attention from thdr problems and 


other internal turmoils. It scoffed QaddafTs trend of 
thinking which has earned him the scorn of all Muslims, 
it said. 

Okaz said in an editorial that Qaddafi has already 
made it dear that his revolutionary principles are far 
more important than foe Mamie faith, and therefore, he 
made an attempt to bring about ideological and soaal 
transformations in his country.

It also encompasses a 
cflr e fal approach to nutrition, and thecombi- 
jjatioa of diet and exercise is said to ensure 
tbe best results. 

But perhaps the most pleasant aspect of 
«jm and the one which sets it apart from 
other forms of exercise, is its emphasis on 
relaxation rather than fording ihe body to 
accomplish dramatic physical feats: With 
yop there is (or should be) no morning- after 
agony, which usually follows the start of a 
jgfi exercise program. Every exercise or 
“pose" is done within the physical limits of 
flic person involved, then followed by a 
relaxation pose. 

As yoga devotee Marilyn Mamieson says, 
“The &hn is to achieve die correct pose evert- 
joally. One should never strain to achieve a 
position.” 

jvfarilyn has been practicing yoga- for 
almost 20 years. In recent years she has been 
asked by fneads on many occasions to pass on 
her expertise so dating an earlier posting to 
Bahrain she started some d asses, and is now 
bolding two dasses a week for women in Jed- 
dah. 

“What I like about yoga is its emphasis on 
relaxation and exercise without st raining ," 
said Marilyn- “ Relaxation, particularly of the 
mind, is very important in this age of rushed 
fi ring . Also able to exercise at one’s own pace 
means that virtually anybody can take up 


“Yoga experts say that 20 minutes of yoga 
is worth an hour of ordinary exercise. The 
principle behind this daim is that the slow 
morion movement and frequent holds of yoga 
enable die musdeS, tendons and ligaments to 
really stretch, strengthen, become taut and 
firm, and the joints to become flexible.” 

“Yoga, unlike the usual approach to physi- 
cal exercise, is also not interested in quicken- 
ing the heart and pulse rate. This is seen as 
placing a strain on the heart and throwing 
away energy when it would seem that the 
benefits of exercise should be relieving ten- 
son and strain and conserving energy. All 
yoga poses are deverty designed to maximise 
exercise to all parts of tire body — internal 
. and external.’' 

One particular series of exercise called 
“Salutation to the Surf* seems almost spedfi- 


caHy designed with the busy person in mind. 
In 12 positions, which flow eatily from one to 
the next, almost every musde m the body is 
exercised. The series is said to improve also 
the digestive system and skin while at the 
same time cginrog and soothing the mind. 

It is important to do the series without 
straining. Few people, for example, will be 
able to put their hands flat on the floor bed de 
their feetfrora the start, nor will many people 
be able to bring forehead to knees for the 
third and 10th positions, but the aim should 
be to achieve the correct positions eventually. 

Position one of “ Salutation to the “Sun” 
Sets the tone for the whole exercise by calm- 
ing tile mind and collecting the necessary 
concentration. Position 2 stretches and 
strengthens the abdominal and intestinal 
nnisdes, increases the suppleness of the 
spine, and the capacity of the lungs; 3 slims 
tile stomach, improves circulation and diges- 
tion, stretches the hamstrings, increases the 
suppleness of the spine; 4 tones up the abdo- 
men and pelvis, strengthens the thighs, legs 
and spine; 5 strengthens the arms and legs; 6 
tones up the whole body; 7 increases the sup- 
pleness of tire spine, loosens the neck and 
shoulders; 8 stretches the hamstrings, streng- 
thens arms and legs, improves the complex- 
ion; 9 strengthens and stretches the thighs, 
times up the spine and abdomen; positions 
10, 1 1 and 12 have the same effect as posi- 
tions 3,2, and 1 respectively. 

“Salutation to the sun" performed half a 
dozen times a day will go a long way towards 
keeping yon trim and supple. As the old yoga 
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maxim goes, “You’re only as young as your 
spine!"

Computers threaten grand masters

JEDDAH — For thirty years, almost since 
the invention of the computer, researchers 
have been programming these electronic 
brains to play chess. Former world champion 
Mikhail Borvinnik devoted all his time after 
his retirement to improving chess programs. 

Still, the best computers are some way 
behind human champions. This shows the 
enormous complexity of chess : the experts 
who, in the 1920s, thought that all the poss- 
ible variations in the game would soon be 
exhausted were far wrong. There is still much 
more to chess than memorizing how to play in 
a given position. 

But big advances have been made in the 
subject, and programs have been developed 
that are equal to a good amateur at least 
Previously, computer chess was of interest 
only to professional researchers and experts 
who had access to a large and complex com- 
puter. Now, the silicon chip has brought 
dramatic reductions in size and costs, and 
many amateurs can afford the personal chess 
computers that have reached department 
stores everywhere. 

I pitted my wits against one. the Chess 
Challenger, produced by Fidelity Electron- 
ics. It is so light it seems a wonder it knows all 
the moves, let alone how to use them in a 
game, but despite -its size it is a versatile 
machine. It has a keyboard far the human 
opponent to punch in his moves, an fll mni - 
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nated display to show its replies and seven 
different programs, graded according to diffi- 
culty. 

I cautiously started with level one : it did 
not disgrace itself, but caused no real prob- 
lems. and was soon beaten. Level two needed 
more thought, but was defeated by careful 
play. Level three beat me twice before, after a 
very hard fought game. 1 managed to score 
my first win against it. 1 felt pleased with 
myself until I remembered there were 
another four stronger programs ! 

The machine has a style and character of its 
own-logical, m ethodi cal, never very imagina- 
tive. It attemptSWTlnilliant attacks, concen- 
trating instead on steady, competent defence. 
It calmly counters all your efforts, then 
pounces on your mistakes. 

It has its own weaknesses too, which are 
best shown when it is programmed to play 
itself. On the lower levels it develops its 
pieces soundly but has few ideas about what 
to do next, and wastes time with iirevelanl 
moves. Eventually through the exchange of 
pieces it readies the endgame. Here the com- 
puter reveals another weakness : it doesn't 
understand the importance of promoting its 
pawns into queens. Instead of forcing home 
its own pawns and stopping its opponent's, 
the machine attacks and defends less 
advanced pawns with no chance of reaching 
the eighth rank. 

The human player can remember these 
faults and exploit them in the next game. The 


computer cannot adapt itself to its oppo- 
nent's style, since it does not know who it is 
playing against. Nevertheless, it is a versatile 
machine. Not only does^ it play itself : it allows 
you to alter the level in the middle of a game 
(useful if you are winning or losing too eas- 
ily), to change sides and to add or remove 
pieces. You can check the position of all the 
pieces, and any position can be punched in as 
a chess problem, which the computer will 
solve. 

1 tried to outsmart it by playing with two 
kings, simply punching in a second. Far from 
being confused, the machine decided with 
impeccable logic that if it could get one it had 
won the game. So it attacked both at once in a 
" fork, " and announced that it had me 
checkmate. Fair enough ! 

It also has the engaging habit of flashing its 
display lights while it thinks : the more com- 
plicated the position, the longer the tights 
flicker. Once 1 even found myself tefling it to 
get a move on and make up its mind. 

When I plucked up my courage to take on 
level seven (rated “ excellent "). I found 
myself soundly beaten. The machine could 
see far enough ahead now to make really 
dangerous attacks, and it relentlessly pursued 
and annihilated my pieces. 

At this rate of improvement, we may soon 
see a computer become world chess champ- 
ion. But there's one way the human can 
always assert his superiority. If the machine 
beats him too easily — he can pull out its 
plug!

together several years ago because of chronic 
ligament strains. But Weaver, as in the bout 
last March 31 when be took the WBA tide 
from John Tate in a 15th-round knockout, 
proved too tough f° r the South African. 

Coetzee had visibly tired by the middle 
rounds. Yet Weaver appeared to be getting 

stronger and stronger. Coetzee was making 
his second unsuccessful attempt at the WBA 
crown. He lost on points last October to Tate 
in a 15- round title bout held in Pretoria, the 
South African capital. 

Coetzee was able to walk away from the 
ring unaided after the fight and he displayed a 
deep cut on his nose, which had bled badly 
during the fight from a fierce Weaver right 
band. 

At times the tension was so high in the 
arena that several fans fainted, including an 
American wo man friend of Weaver, who had 
to be carried away by ambulance men. The 
few hundred Macks in the crowd leaped and 
cheered widly at the Weaver victory while 
most of the whites stared at Coetzee in stun- 
ned silence. 

Weaver — like Larry Holmes, the 
heavyweight champion of the rival World 
Boxing Council — is blade. Hie last white to 
hold a heavyweight tide was Inge mar Johans- 
son of Sweden who lost his tide to Floyd 
Patterson June 20, 1960. 

After Saturday's knockout, Coetzee’ s 
hopes for the big time in professional boxing 
appeared almost to be permanently 
thwarted. Two more fights were scheduled 
after the WBA tide bout, but thousands of 
dispirited fans were already trooping silently 
from die arena to go home.

ABU DHABI, Oct 26, (AFP) — The 
United Arab Emirates will not increase its 
output beyond the extra 50,000 barrels a day 
for delivery to France agreed during the visit 
here by French President Valery Giscard 
dEstaing Oct 14, Oil Minister Maneh Said 
Oteiba said Sunday. 

The minister told the daily Al Ittihad paper 
the emirates would “not cany out any pro- 
duction increase After the outbreak of the 
Iraqi-Iranian conflict. Gulf oil states includ- 
ing the Emilies, Kuwait and Qatar consi- 
dered in ere aside their joint production by 
about 1.5 million barrels a day at die request 
of Saudi Arabia. 

Oteiba also confirmed the emirates’ deri- 
sion to raise its crude prices by two dollars a 
barrel, backdated to Sept 1, 

He said this increase was expected follow- 
ing the last meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) in 
Vienna last month, and was “in no way moti- 
vated by the Iraqi- Iranian war’’ 


Meanwhile, Indonesia said Saturday it 
would ask other OPEC members for extra 
supplies of crude oil for Thailand and the 
Philippines, hit by a shortfall cursed by the 
Iraq- Iran war. A joint statement issued in 
Bangkok after a meeting of economic minis* 
ters of the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations, which includes Thailand, the Philip- 
pines and Indonesia, said: Indonesia is pre- 
pared to undertake consultations with OPEC 
member countries in the Gulf area for addi- 
tional supplies for ASEAN countries, to 
make up for the shortfall of oil supplies 
caused by the fighting. 

The Indonesian delegate, Subroto, told 
reporters Later that Indonesia, as a member of 
OPEC would approadi fellow- members 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar and die United 
Arab Emirates for urgent supplies of oil to 
Thailand and the Philippines. 

Indonesia would also try to get a long-term 
commitment of supplies from OPEC at offi- 
cial prices, he added. 


Babylonian way may give light 
to economists of today — Fisher 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP) — if you 
really want to take the long view on inflation, 
says historian David Hackett Fisher, go back 
before 1750 B.C., which is about when King 
Hammurabi gave his code of law to the 
Babylonians.He suggests the ancient 
Babylonians may have some lessons for 
economists today. “Then die shekel was a 
spekeL” Fisher writes. 

Hammurabi tried what he would call a rigid 
incomes policy, fixing minimum wages and 
maximum prices. Fischer does not say w hat 
the effects were, but he reports that die day 
tablets the Babylonians used for records 
show rapid rises in the cost of living over the 
next 200 years. 

In our own times, Fisher says, governments 
have encouraged inflaition by fixing limits of 
many kinds. His study, railed “chronic infla- 
tion: the long view. 1 ' appears in the fall issue 
of the journal, published by the institute for 
Socio-Economic Studies in White Plains, 
New York. 

Of the United States, for instance, he 
writes: “Floors have been built and raised 
beneath the minimum wage and retirement 
pensions and income for the unemployed... 


and many other places in the economy, and 
all of them have had a powerful influence on 
price levels.” 

Because of these floors, he says, die only 
way prices amid move was up. He claims that 
what has basically increased prices over die 
ages is just people: the more people, die 
higher the prices. 

In the time of Queen Elizabeth I, there was 
what historians call “the price revolution of 
the 16* century,” Fisher says the average 
rate of price increases was only 2 per cent a 
year, modest by 21th century standards, but it 
went on for a long time. Arthur F. Bums, 
former head of the U-S. federal reserve sys- 
tem, estimates that by the year 1650 prices in 
E ngland were about six times what they were 
in 1500. 

Experts used to say this was caused by the 
huge flow of gold and silver that die 
Spaniards got in Mexico .and Peru. Some 
economists argue that the basic cause of high 
prices is the increased quantity of money: 
The more of it there is around, the more you 
have to give to buy a tankard of ale or a new 
corporation to add to your conglomerate.

LUXEMBOURG, Oct 26 (R) — Euro- 
pean Common Market (EEC) iodusfry 
ministers broke off a meeting Saturday after 
foiling to reach agreement on a plan, by the 
EEC romfaisszbn to take charge of the steel 
industry. At a press conference after ■ the 
talks, Luxembourg Foreign Minister Gaston 
Thom said the ministers would try to reach a 
decision next Thursday. . 

The main point of disagreement was West 
Germany’s insistence that its small and 
medium-sized spedal steel producers should 
be. excluded from the commission’s plan to 
impose mandatory production cuts on the 
industry. ... 

The scheme was proposed earlier this 
month when savage price cutting between 
producers, competing in a shrinking market, 
ended any hopes of voluntary agreement 
among steel makers to limit production. 

EEC diplomatic sources said the ministers 
readied agreement on all die other points at 
issue. .West Germany backed down from its 
demand that die scheme should last for only 
six months instead of nine, and die other 
delegations gave assurances that their steel 
plants would be modernised and any state 
subsidies publicised, the sources said. 

. EEC industry commissioner Etienne 
Davignon told journalists that die commis- 
sion -would examine what die effects of 
■excluding spedal steels from its plan would 
be. . 

These steels, generally used to make high 
quality engineering products, make up 15 per 
cent of the European steel market, Davignon 
said, although the proportion is nearly 20 per 
cent in West Germany.

U.S • claims former CIA agent sold secrets to Soviets 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP) — Until 
this past week, the only thing that made 
David Henry Barnett stand out from the 
crowd was bis bright red hair. 

■ Today, the 47-year-old one-time Ameri- 
can spy and father of three stands as the 
finest- ranking Central Intelligence Agency 
officer ever charged with spying for the 
Soviet Union. A federal grand jury in Balti- 
ntore returned a one- count indictment Friday 
gainst Barnett. In one 12-line sentence, the 
Use- bones indictment charges him with 
^nonage: with delivering details of a secret 
(IA operation in Indonesia to Soviet agents 
in Vienna, Austria and Jakarta, Indonesia, 
j*wth intent and reason to believe that it was 
to be used to the injury of the U nited States.” 

■ As portrayed by the government, Barnett 
aainan who never rose very high as a spy for 
la own government, never made it big in 
pirate business and then sold his knowledge 
Jffld services to the Soviet Union, eventually 
receiving a substantial sum for his unsuccess- 
ful effort to penetrate congressional and 
executive branch committees with access to 
many of the most sensitive secrets of his 
native land. 

j If convicted, Barnett would face up to life 
in prison, but law enforcement sources say he 
has agreed to plead guilty to the charge. The 
federal government will not confirm that deal 
officially, but when the government makes 
such deals it usually either recommends less 
Ihan the maximum penalty or makes no 
recommendation about sentencing but 
advises the judge of any cooperation the 
defandanl has given the government. 


Here — from the skimpy indictment, a 
marginally more detailed Justice Department 
statement, official biographic records of the 
State Department, public statements by con- 
gressional staff members and interviews with 
a dozen present and former law enforcement 
and intelligence officials, who did not want 
their names used — is what is known of David 
Barnett as Soviet agent 

Many questions about him ? like others in 
the shadow world of intelligence, will prob- 
ably never be answered. Bom during the 
heart of the depression in Pennsylvania, Bar- 
nett got his degree from the University of 
Michigan during the Korean war. He joined 
the army, and spent most of the next three 
years overseas. 

In 1 958, he became a soldier in the under- 
side of the Cold War — a contract employee 
of the CIA jn South Korea. Government 
records show his cover job from then until 
1 967 as “government analyst. Department erf 
tbe.Army.” 

In 1963, while still in Korea, the govern- 
ment acknowledges, he became a regular 
employee of the CIA’s clandestine services 
— a full-fledged spy. The agency brought him 
to headquarters in Langley, Virginia, outside 
Washington, in 1965. For two years, he pro- 
vided support and supervision for covert 
operations abroad, most likely as a country 
desk officer and probably for Indonesia, his 
next post. 

In August, 1967, Barnett arrived . in the 
Indonesian seaport of Surabaya with his wife, 
Sarah. 

He was listed as a 5th class foreign service

His secret interest was the Indonesian navy 
base at Surabaya. 

He had stepped into the dying phases of a 
highly successful CIA operation, though not 
one of its most important. Its code name was 
HA-Brink. The HA stood for Indonesia. 

Intelligence sources-say the operation was 
standard fare, repeated in every Third World 
country getting Soviet arms — Egypt, Syria, 
Iraq. Through pro- West military officers, 
“we were getting everything the Soviets sent 
into Indonesia,” said one source. “It was the 
most successful operation of its kind, but bas- 
ically the information was low-level tactical 
stuff. 

“Like us, the Soviets assumed that any- 
thing they shipped to other countries would 
be compromised sooner or later, so mostly 
they sent obsolete, not top line equipment,” 
the sources said. 

The best information had come eadier in 
■ the -1960s Sonar from Soviet submarines 
still new enough that they bad Soviet crews to 
protect the technology. But by 1967, Presi- 
dent Sukarno, who had established 
Indonesia's friendship with the Soviet Union, 
had been deposed, the flow of weapons had 
dropped off. 

After 12 years with CIA, in what one 
source called “a so-so career" Barnett res- 
igned in 1970 and took a teaching job back 
home near Pittsburgh. 

In late 1972 he, his wife and their two 
children returned to Surabaya, looking, any- 
way. He said he was representing Americans 
who wanted to invest in Indonesia, but some 
of the projects he talked about never got 
started, a hobby collecting antique Chinese 
porcelain led him into an export business. 

The export business failed in 1975. By 

1976, Barnett was back in Washington. The 
government says he was a Soviet agent by 
then, that he had traveled to Vienna and 
Jakarta be ween Oct. 31, 1976 and Feb. 27, 

1977, togive the Soviets details of HA-Brink. 

Presumably, Barnett also told the Soviets 

what he knew about CIA collaborators in 
Indonesia, agency training and methodology 
— all low-level material, sources say. But 
they say he got between $80,000 and 
$120,000 to try to get much more — access to 
secrets available to the Senate and House 
intelligence committees and the White 
House's intelligence oversight board. 

He applied to the Senate intelligence 
committee in early 1977,' but there were no 
jobs. In 1978 or 1979 he tried at the House 

intelligence committee^ also without success. 
Eventually, he was rehired on contract by the 
CIA in January 1979. 

Sometime in that period, he became the 
subject of another secret UJS. program — the 
FBTs Operation Safari. Sources are deliber- 
ately Vague on whether his Soviet ties were 
known before CIA rehired him and whether 
there was an effort to use him as a triple agent 
to send false information back to the Rus- 
sians. In March 1980, his last CIA job ended 
and the investigators dosed in.

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Forlani plan 
survives poll 
by deputies 

ROME, Oct. 26 (R) — Italy’s new prime 
minister, Arnaldo Forlani, easily overcame 
his first hurdle Saturday when the Chamber 
of Deputies approved a motion of confi- 
dence in his government's j program by a 

1 12-vote majority. The debate now moves to 
' the Senate where another favorable vote is 
expected on Wednesday, making the new 
government official. 

The four-party coalition of Christian 
Democrats. Socialists, Social Democrats and 
Republicans was at full strength for the vote, 
and with support from the tiny regional Sud- 
tiroler Volkspartei, Forlani won the division 
362-250. 

Despite three days of sometimes acrimoni- 
ous debate, the result was never in doubt, as 
all parties had declared their intentions and 
the coalition has an overall majority of 90. 
But the discussions showed that Forlani could 
fare better than his predecessor Francesco 
Cosaga, whose government fell in September 
after six months of unremitting opposition 
from the Communists and growing unrest 
within its own r anks . 

Communist leader Enrico Berlinguer said 
two days ago that although the new govern- 
ment was not the one Italy needed, his party 
was ready to make its contribution to solving 
pressing problems. The strength of its opposi- 
tion would be determined by the govern- 
ment' s actions, he said. The Communists and 
the small Radical Party voted against the 
government Saturday. 

Summing up his program, Fodani said 
Italy’s economic situation “requires a rigor- 
ous and severe policy which will not permit 
the present inflation to continue.”

The fisherman is being allowed to keep 
his “ catch. ” worth more than $ 1 million. 


Bolivia to free political prisoners 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Oct. 26 (AFP) — The 
Bolivian under- secretary of the interior has 
announced that all political prisoners in the 
country will be “freed, though some will be 
held under house arrest throughout the 
nation.” 

Daniel Salamanca also announced Satur- 
day that Juan Lediin Oquendo, principal 
leader of the banned Bein' ian Central 
Workers Organization, would be expelled 
from the country within hours. 


The group was Bolivia's major trade union 
organization until it was outlawed after the 
country’s military coup in mid- July that 
ousted the government of interim President 
Lydia Gueiler. Lcchin was arrested on July 
17. 

Salamanca said the choice of Lcchin' s 
country of destination and other details must 
be worked out before he is put on a plane. It 
was thought that other prisoners may also be 
expelled.

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Iran oil would flow 


despite Abadan fall 


TEHRAN, Oct, 26 (OFNS) — Iran wfll 
remain capable of refining oil even if Iraq 
captures the surrounded refine ry at Abadan. 
Although Abadan is Iran's main refinery, 
producing 600,000 barrels a day, it has been 
out of action since the war started a month 


ago. 


The Iranians have four other refineries: 
Tehran, the second biggest with a capadiy erf 
220,000 barrels a day; Isfagan, Tabriz and 
Shiraz. Tabriz was bombed last week but 
damage is thought to have been superficial. 
These four refineries are capable of produc- 
ing 440,000 barrels of car diesel and aviation 
fuel a day. 

The pipelines out of Abadan, which the 
Iraqis have destroyed, were not carrying 
crude oil to die other refineries. They were 
for refined products. 

The jugular of Iran’s fuel supply is the net- 
work of pipelines starting in die Marun oil- 
fields, south-east of the town of Ahwaz, the 
administrative capital of Khuzestan province. 
Ahwaz has come under artillery bombard- 
ment, but the Iraqis are nowhere near cutting 
if off from the rest of the country. 

Unlike the Iraqis, who have had a pumping 
station at Kirkuk, in the north of their coun- 
try, destroyed and at least one pipeline 
severed, the Iranians still have the capacity to 
export some crude oil from terminals at the 
southern end of the Gulf. 

These are at Lavan Island, supplied from 
tiie Sassan fields, and Sim, an island almost in 
the Strait of Hormuz. The only aircraft in the 
Iraqi Air Force with the range to attack these 
terminals are 12 old Tu-22 supersonic bom- 
bers, which would be extremely vulnerable 
without fighter cover. 

The Iranians have hinted they are still 
exporting from Lavan and Sirri, which bet- 
ween them can ship 200,000 barrels of crude 
a day — 150,000 from Lavan and the rest 
from Sini. (Before the revolution, Iran's 
daily crude oil exports were weD over five 


million barrels a day.) 

The real value of these terminals to Iran 
today is that they are capable of receiving and 
pumping up to northern storage points tile 
extra fuel supplies the revolutionary govern- 
ment is trying to buy abroad. Over the past 
two weeks, the I ranians have approached oQ 
dealers in Rotterdam and Singapore in an 
effort to make up shortages. It is believed that 
Indian tankers have discharged cargoes at 
Lavan, an ironical development. The Indians 
are also thought to be supplying spare parts to 
tiie Iraqi Air Force. 

Iranian requirements are -not only for jet 
and diesel fuel for the military, but also for 
heating oiL In northern Iran the winters are 
harsh, and if the Khomeini regime fails to 
keep the nation warm it may well face serious 
unrest. 

Last winter, relatively minor disturbances 
among the Arabic speaking population of 
Khuzestan, who provide much of the manual 
labor in the oil fields, resulted in shortages. 
The loss of the Abadan refinery is bound to 
make the domestic position much worse. The 
authorities have already banned all civilian 
traffic not essential to the war effort 

Iraqi oil exports have been blocked 
because of attacks on the terminal at A1 Faw 
and overland pipelines. 

AJ Faw, on Iraq's uarrowstap af coastline, 
is frequently shelled and would be a ghost 
town, but for the military. In the north, the 
main K1 pumping station at Kirkuk was des- 
troyed in an air-raid early in die war, and the 
French government has been asked to supply 
new parts for it 

But the Iraqis remain in a good position to 
refine fuel for their militar y and, unlike the 
Iranians, their supplies of exude are not under 
threat Admittedly, their refinery at Basra, 
capable of producing 140,000 barrels a day, 
has been bombed. But their other refinery in 
file Baghdad suburb of Danra, which pro- 
duces 100.000 barrels a day, is untouched.

Exiles dispute Shah’s heir 


PARIS, Oct. 26 ( AP) — Two decades ago, 
thousands of people poured into thestreets of 
Tehran to rejoice the long-awaited coming of 
an heir to the late Shah Mohammmed Reza 
Pahlavi. 

As the 20th birthday approaches of the boy 
who would be Shah, there are stark disag- 
reements about the exiled prince's ability to 
fulfil] his father’s death-bed wish that be 
restore the Pahlavi dynasty. 

To his family and monarchist supporters, 
Reza Pahlavi will become the rightful owner 
of the peacock throne when he celebrates his 
birthday in Cairo Oct. 31. The late Shah's 
niece. Princess Azadeh Shafik, contends sup- 
port for her cousin has been rapidly increas- 
ing and that he receives as many as 300 letters 
a week from Iranians beseeching him to 
become their symbol of unity. 

To leaders among some Iranian opposition 
groups in Paris, Prince Reza's only support 
rests with a handful of millionaire exiles or 
with Iranian peasants who believe in royalty. 
These groups represent factions who 
opposed the monarchy and sought a republic 
before Ayatollah Khomeini's Islamic revolu- 
tion. 

“The crown prince is very eager to return 
to Iran as Shah under a constitutional monar- 
chy." Princess Azadeh said in a recent inter- 
view. “ I think the chances of his returning are 
very good. He is a symbol and people want 
and need that." 

The princess, 29, one of the most indepen- 
deni and outspoken members of the Iranian 
royal family, is the daughter of Priaoess 
Ashraf. the late Shah's twin sister. 

Azadeh lives in exile in Paris in her 
mother's three-story villa. It was a few steps 
away from this villa in December that her 
brother was assassinated by an unidentified 
gunman.

MOSCOW, Oct. 26 (R) — A senior Soviet 
press commentator Sunday denied that the 
Soviet Union, which last week disclosed a 
poor 1980 grain crop, was feeling the effects 
of- the United States' partial grain embargo.

Soap opera turns 20 


‘The Street 9 charms Britain 


LONDON, Oct 26 (AP) — Queen 
Elizabeth II likes to tune in when she can 
along with 20 million of her subjects, and Sir 
John Betjeman, Britain's poet laureate, calls 
it “the Pickwick Papers of television.” 

The program is the worlds longest- 
running TV serial. Coronation Street, a 
twice-weekly soap opera about a working- 
class backstreet in one of northern England’s 
drab Victorian industrial cities. Twenty years 
old in December after 2,100 episodes, “The 
Street" has become a British institution, so 
deeply embedded in the national psyche that 
the demise erf one of its fictional characters 
rates as many headlines as the real-life death 
of one of its stars. 

Coronation Street was planned to run for six 
weeks. Critics gave it little chance of success 
when i t pre miered on die Independent Tele- 
vision (ITV) network Dec. 9, 1960. But it 
shot to file top of the ratings almost immedi- 
ately and stayed there. Last week its two 
episodes were 1 and 2 in the British top ten. - 

Coronation Street has made folk heroes of 
its stars. Five have been on “The StreeT 
since it started and the Queen has made two 
of them members of the Order of the British 
Empire (OBE) for “’services to television." 

Coronation Street is one of the monarch’s 
favorite programs, according to Buckingham 
Palace. “I never expected it to last, never in a 
thousand years,” said Doris Speed who plays 
snobby Annie Walker, manageress of 
Rover's Return, probably the best known 
tavern in Britain. 

When the producers decided to write two 
of the most popular characters out a few 
mouths ago it was front-page news, and when 
do-gooder Ernie Bishop was blown away by 


payroll bandits in 1978, housewives wept as 
they watched the slaying. Hundreds wrote to 
Granada TV, the Manchester-based station 
that produces the show, saying they felt as 
though an old friend had been rubbed out. 

“Ernie’s murder probably did more for the 
'Bring Back Hanging * league than any real 
murder,” a sociologist commented. An actor 
who played one of the killers was mobbed by 
vengeful housewives a few days later at a 
shopping center. 

The show has gone through 3,500 charac- 
ters, 17 producers and more than 70 writers. 
Many actors and writers got their big break 
on “The Street." The saga is sold worldwide, 
usually with dubbed translations for the rich 
north country accents of the actors which are 
virtually incomprehensible to foreigners. 

Bill Podmore, producer for the last four 
year, said Coronation Street is top-rated in 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Scan- 
dinavia, The Netherlands, Hong Kong, Sing- 
apore, Kenya and Nigeria. 


The show’s creator, Tony Warren, origi- 
nally planned to call it Flarizd Street. The 
studio, however, overruled him when a clean- 
ing lady declared that Florizd sounded like a 
detergent

magazines hit by 
East- West rift 



MOSCOW. Oct 26 (AP) — In a dusty 
basement of the U.S. Embassy in Moscow, 
thousands of copies of a glossy US. magazine 
primed for Soviet readers lie unsold. In the 
United States, circulation of Soviet life — a 
Soviet magazine for Americans — is reported 
to have dropped significantly. 


The two magazine, for years one of the 
most durable parts erf U.S.-Soviet cultural 
exchange, seem to be victims of the latest diill 
in Moscow- Washington relations. There are 
recriminations on both sides.

Investigator says CIA 
Oswald link ignored 

WASHINGTON, Oct 26 (AP) - An 
investigator for the defunct House assassina- 
tions committee says it failed to pursue evi- 
dence of a CLA link with Lee Harvey Oswald, 
President John Kennedy’s accused assassin 

The investigator, Gaeton Form, says he 
con rinded that Oswald met with a CIA agent 
named Maurice Bishop in September 1963, 
two months before Kennedy was lolled. 
Food also says in an 80-page article in The 
Washington he believed the CIA agent actu- 
ally was David Atlee Phillips. Phillips has 
publidy denied the daim of a link with 
Oswald, which was also made by Briton 
Anthony Summers in his book Conspiracy. 

The House assassinations committee con- 
ducted that Kennedy's slaying probably 
involved a conspiracy. Both ruled out a CIA 
conspiracy. The committee said it could rule 
out all possibilities except conspiracies 
Involving renegade mobsters or anti-Castro 
Cubans. 


The U.S. magazine, printed by the U-S. 
govemment since 1956 in Russian and called 
America. , features artides on American Ink- 
ing, science andafts and is usually snapped up 
by readers when Soviet authorities put it on 
sale. The Soviet magazine is a colorful digest 
of life in the Soviet Union sold through pri- 
vate U-S. distributors.

NEW DELHI, Oct. 26 (AP) — Afgian 
authorities prevented an anti-Soviet shut- 
down erf business in Kabul on threatening 
sbopowneis with frn«t and loss of their 
licenses, a report from Afghan i st a n said 
Saturday. 

Some shops in the center of the mile-high 
capital opened late, apparently in response to 
the rail for a shutdown, but by 10 a.m. it was 
b usiness as usual, said the report from a 
Kabul source that In the past has been accu- 
rate. The strike call was issued in a “night 
letter," the Afghan insurgents’ name for 
pamphlets circulated in secret, the report 
said. It requested the people to stage a five- 
day strike to protest the presence of Russian 
troops .in Afghanistan and what was 
described as file “sale of Afghanistan to the, 
Soviet Union" by President Babrak Karmal. 
Karmal has been visiting the U.S-S-R. for the 
past 10 days. 

The “night letter” warned that shops ignor- 
ing the call would be burned down, the source 
said. On Wednesday and Thursday, Com- 
munist Party members rode through the 
streets of Kabul in Soviet nulitaiy jeeps, 
wanting over loudspeakers about fines and 
Joss of licenses, the report said. 

The call for a business strike was not con- 
firmed independently. However, a Western 
diplomatic source in India has quoted 
another recent “night letter” as asking stu- 
dents and professors at Kabul University to 
stoke for five days to demand file release of 
soldiers held after file expiration of their 
compulsory military service and freedom for 
students jailed for anti-government demon- 
strations. 

The campus strike was to have started 
Thursday but there has been no information 
from Kabul indicating if it took place. Stifl 
another strike call has gone oat in “night 
•letters,” a Western dqrfoinatic source said. It 
asks Afghan militaiy officers to demonstrate 

support for the insurgents by staying at home 

or in their barracks next Monday.

Poll calls U.S. race a dead heat 
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NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP) — President 
Carter and Ronald Reagan axe in a virtual 
dead heat far the presidential election, 
according to new poll results released Satur- 
day. 

' And one of the nation's most mflnential 
newspapers came out in favor <rf the presi- 
dent on its editorial page. 


A Gallup Poll of 1,048 registered votes for 
Newsweek magazine showed Carter favored 
by 41 per cent, Reagan by 40 per cent. Inde- 
pendent candidate John Anderson was file 
choice of 10 per cent, and 9 per cent were 
nqderidcd. 


Among those considered likely to vote. 
Republican Reagan had a 42 to 39 per cent, 
lead over Democrat Carter. A Newsweek 
statement did not tell what percentage in that 
category favored Anderson. 

The poll, conducted Oct. 17 to 20, pitted 


Carter against Reagan in 11 questions on 
leadership qualities. Carter got a higher per- 
centage in eight 

Reagan led Carter 42 to 25 per cent when 
those surveyed were asked who was “ best 
able to deal with inflation, ” 43 to 24 per cent 
on who was judged” forceful and decisive,” 
and 39 to 36 per cent on who was seen “ best 
able to get the job done.” 

Meanwhile the New York Times Sunday 
endorsed President Jimmy Carter for re- 
election on Nov. 4 Neither the president nor 
Republican challenger Ronald Reagan per- 
sonified its ideal candidate, the Tima said in 
an editorial, “ but that does not mean there is 
no difference or that the choice is unim por- 
tant.
